In Ireland there are two primary divisions of Courts and Offices, namely („) those 
relatmg to the Central Administration of Justice, and (b) those relating to the Local 
Administration of Justice, the latter being grouped into the larger and smaller District 
Administration of Justice according to the nature and extent of the special jurisdiction! 


I.— CENTRAL ADMINISTRATION OF JUSTICE.

The above figures show an increase of 9 in the number of summonses to proceed 
on Originating Petitions to take minors into wardship, an increase of 30 in summonses 
for the administration of estates, a decrease of 27 in originating summonses for other 
purposes and a decrease of 90 in other summonses than to originate proceedings. There 
was a decrease of -0 in Receivers’ and Trustees’ Accounts passed and of £35 682 for 
the receipts therein ; there was moreover a decrease of 19 in Accounts passed other 
than. Receivers Accounts, however the receipts increased by £130,650. 

There _were 946 Wards of Court in the Chambers of the Lord Chancellor at the Minor mat " 
close of the year as against 908 at the end of the year preceding. The new Minor £°n 
or infancy Matters m the year were 22 m number, relating to 69 Wards, as compared Chambers. ' 
with 13 new Matters and 30 new W ards in 1911, ' - 
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The Clerk of Judgments, Records and Writs has furnished a return showing that there 
were 419 actions by writ of summons, being 37 over the number in 1911 and 50 
under that for 1910. The proportion of lower scale to higher scale was as 13 to 87 
per cent. The originating summonses (545) were 19 over the summonses filed in 
1911. In the Notice Department there were 8,117 original documents or 293 less 
than the number in 1911 and 575 less than the number for 1910; there were 24,578 
copies, being 2,159 under the number in 1911, and 1,567 less than the number for 1910. 

The Lord Chancellor made 25 Orders on Petitions as to Commissioners for adminis- 
tering oaths for the Higjh Court of Justice, as compared with 29 made in the year 
1911. There were five Orders on Petitions as to Notaries, and there were 20 Orders 
as to other Petitions, including minor Petitions, Warrants for Commissions of the 
Peace numbered 288, as compared with 348 in 1911 and 325 in 1910. As in the 
year 1911, there were no warrants as to Coroners. 

As returned by the Secretary of the Master of the Rolls, the Petitions set down 
for hearing before the Master of the Rolls (included in Table 5) numbered 7, of 
which 6 were on the higher scale and one was on the lower scale. 

From a return made by the Clerk of the Crown and Hanaper Office, it appears 
that the proceedings for the year 1912 numbered 2,700, this number is a decrease 
of 3,932 as compared with that for the year 1911, the number in the latter year 
being greatly increased owing to the re-swearing of Magistrates on the demise of the 
Crown. 

Land Judge. 

The Return of Judicial Proceedings before the Land Judge shows that in the year 
ended 1st November 1912, the gross annual value of Estates sold under the Land Judge 
was £10,521, and the amount of purchase-money of such Estates was £143,950 cash and 
£33,588 land stock. In the year 1911 the gross annual value of the Estates sold was 
£20.531, and the amount of purchase-money for such Estates was £301,873 cash, and 
£51, 1 54 land stock. These sums are the proceeds of the sale of Estates of various classes, 
that is to say Estates which the owner in the matter held in fee-simple or in which he 
had only a life estate, or other terminable interest, the purchase -moneys in such cases 
only representing the value of the owner’s interest. A large proportion of the Estates 
were, however sold to the occupying tenants, and in these cases the purchase -moneys 
include not only the value of the owner’s interest in the Estate, but the value of the 
superior interests which, under the Land Purchase Acts, it is necessary to redeem 
so as to vest the fee-simple in the tenants. 

Matters in reference to which proceedings were originated before the Land Judge 
during the year by Petition or statements of facts numbered 28, being the same 
number as that originated in the year ending 1st November, 1911. 

The return of the proceedings in the Record and Affidavit Office by the Clerk of 
Records and Writs shows that in the year ended 31st October, 1912, there were 25 
petitions filed, being the number filed in 1911, and one under that for 1910. Of the 
total 5 were by owners. The number of affidavits filed was 681, or 101 under that 
for 1911, and 85 below the number for 1910. 

From a return of Proceedings made by the Keeper of Deeds it appears that in 
the year ended 1st November, 1912, there were 16 abstracts of title lodged, or one less 
than the number lodged in the preceding year. The number of deeds or other docu- 
ments lodged was 718 ; in 1911 the corresponding number was 831. 


King’s Bench Division. 

The Table containing the Proceedings of the Plea side in the year 1912 has been 
furnished by three officials— namely, the Master of the Court, the Registrar, and the 
Clerk of Judgments, Records and” Writs. The Table contains a return of the 
proceedings at the Plea side of the King’s Bench Division of the High Court of 
Justice, and is arranged by quarterly divisions in a single table, 
digitised by the University of Southampton Library Digitisation Unit 
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In the period under notice the number of writs of summons issued was 14,440 
showing an increase from 14,157 in the year 1911, and a decrease from 14,540 in the 
year 1910. The number of cases which actually came to trial by jury in Dublin in 
1912 was 233, being 10 more than the number in 1911, which was 21 over the number 
in 1910. The amount of money recovered at these trials, which was £14,605 in the 
year 1910, and £21,383 in 1911, fell to £13,882 in the year 1912. 

There were 12,382 affidavits filed, an increase of 427 as compared with the number 
in the year 1911, which was 1,664 under the number for the year 1910. 

The Registrar furnishes a return of the proceedings at Chambers and before a 
single Judge in Court, showing that the number of summonses in 1912 was 168, 
being identical with the number in 1911, the number of motions on notice before a 
single Judge was 1,123, or 111 under that for the year 1911, and 143 over the 
number for the year 1910, and the exparte motions (including consent orders) granted 
were 1,201, or one under the number in 1911. 

Appeals from the Courts of the Right Honourable the Recorder of the City and 
Chairman of Quarter Sessions for the County of Dublin (as supplied by the Associate), 
entered for hearing before a single Judge of the Superior Court in each of the years 
1911 and 1912, are shown in the following statement: —

From the foregoing statement it appears that of cases of minor importance 
remitted from the King’s Bench Division there were 146 cases of Contract, under 
Section 5, as against 98 in the year 1911, and 233 cases of Tort, under Section 
6, as compared with 281 cases in the year preceding. 
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The civil business of the Judges of the High Court on Circuit for the year 1912 is 
dealt with on pages 20-21. 


The Return of the Clerk of the Crown for the year 1912 of proceedings other than 
causes entered for Jury Trial is contained in Table 17 {a). 


There were not any “ proceedings as to Election Petitions lodged,” according to 
the return furnished by the Master of the King’s Bench Division. 

No acknowledgments by married women were filed during the year 1912 under 
4 & 5 ffm. IV., cap. 92. Under the provisions of the Conveyancing Act, 1882 (45 & 
46 Vic., cap. 39, sec. 7), no Certificates and Affidavits of Acknowledgment are filed, 
save such as relate to deeds executed before the commencement of the Act. 

One Perpetual Commissioner was appointed and 2 Special Commissions were granted 
during the year 1912. 

Prom Table 11 it appears that 180 Writs were issued on the Revenue side in 1912, 
being the same number as in the year preceding ; the affidavits filed numbered 
42, and there were 32 Side Bar Rules.

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From the statement on page 14 it appears that in the year 1912 there was an Central - 
increase of 192 in the number of Superior Court Judgments which were registered, Administra-" ■ 
following a decrease of 351 in the year 1911 from the number registered in the year tion °f ' ' 
1910. Justice. 

Of the 63 Judgments re-registered, 57 were obtained before the 15th July, 1850, 
and 6 subsequent to that date. 

Lis Pendens registered, which were 1,595 in the year 1910, declined to 1,580 in 
the year 1911, and further declined to 1,432 in the period under notice. 

A comparison of the number of executions issued on judgments in the King’s Bench 
Division, as givenin Table 10 shows that the number of judgment's which were registered 
in the Registry of Judgments, representing the executions issued, was 4,216, and 
that representing the judgments registered was 2,702, as compared- with 4,126 judg- 
ment executions issued, and 2,510 judgments registered, in the year 1911. 

The Land Registry of Ireland supplies a return of the proceedings in the Local'tocd 
Registration of Title (Ireland) Office, under the Act of 1891, for the year 1912 in Eegistra- 
Table 22 (a), which shows that there were 343 applications for the first registration, dm of 
viz : 322 compulsory, and 21 voluntary, and that 22,944 cases were lodged by the l' 1 *-- 

Irish Land Commission under Section 23 (1) (b), the number of the latter cases in „„ 

1911 being 23,611. Table 22. 

Reverting to Table 10 it is seen that Bills of Sale are registered and included in the Bills of 
return of the business at the Plea side by the Master of the King’s Bench Division. Sale. 

The number of Bills of Sale in the year 1912 was 178, as compared with 163 in 1911 TaWe 10 
and 202 in 1910. 

A return, is made by the Registrar, in Table 23 from which the amount of Registry of ‘ 
business in the Registry of Deeds may be ascertained. This return shows that the Reeds, 
number of Deeds registered in the year under notice was 48,585 (inclusive of 424 Talle 23 ' 
Judgment Mortgage Affidavits); in the year 1911 the number was 33,799 (inclusive 

of 462 Judgment Mortgage Affidavits) ; in the year 1910, it was 34,002 (inclusive 

of 543 Judgment Mortgage Affidavits) ; in the year 1909, it was 34,857 (inclusive 

of 621 Judgment Mortgage Affidavits) ; and in the year 1908 the number of deeds 

registered was 31,074 (inclusive of 563 Judgment Mortgage Affidavits). The number of 
search dockets issued to the public in 1912 was 4,274; those lodged for official 
search were 4,551, of which 2,154 were negative searches, and 2,397 common searches. 

The Abstract Book was, at the commencement of the year, entered up to the 15th 
December, 1911, and at the end of the year 1912 it was entered up to the 16th 
December. As the end of the year 1911 the Land Index was entered up to the 14th 
December and it was cheeked to the 12th December, and at the end of 1912 it was 
entered up to the 12th December and checked up to the 7th. The Transcription of 
Memorials was completed in the year 1912 to the 1st November, and in the year 

1911 to the 25th November. In the year 1912 the number of negative searches 
lodged but not made was 37 ; and the number of common searches lodged but not 
made was 62 ; in the year 1911 these numbers were 84 and 78 respectively? 

The number of negative searches made and ready for delivery but not taken out in 

1912 amounted to 361, and the common searches to 75. 


Taxation of Costs. 

The return of proceedings in the Consolidated Taxing Office for the year 1912 Ta * atio ” 
made by the Masters shows that the amount of costs claimed was £257 117 The mP, 08 ?: 
corresponding amount for 1911 was £259,664, which shows a decrease of £2,547 in 1912 
as compared with the year 1911. Tile amount allowed in 1912 was £240,128 as 
compared with £225,789 in 1911, being an increase of £14,339. 

By the Rules of the Supreme Court (Ireland), 1899, dated 5th December, 1899 
Order 91, Rule 112, it is provided that all Bills of Costs in any matter of Bankruptcy 
arrangement or Insolvency shall be taxed by one of the Taxing Masters of the High 
Court ; subject, however, to the provisions of Section 51 of the 20 & 21 Vic . cap. 60. 
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Administration of Property. 

Table 25 (1 — 2) supplied by the Examiner shows that the Land Judge appointed 
Receivers in 26 instances in the year under notice as compared with 23 in 1911, 21 
in 1910, 35 in the year 1909, 46 in the year 1908, 26 in the year 1907, 26 in the 
year 1906, 22 in 1905, 30 in 1904, 33 in 1903, and 43 in 1902. In 1912 the total 
number of Receivers under the Land Judge was 610, as compared with the number 
in 1911, namely, 611. 

Part 2 of the Table shows the Receivers’ and Guardians’ Accounts passed in the 
Reoeivers’ Office of the Land Judge. From this it appears that the total number of 
accounts passed was 202, including 30 in Minor matters and 172 in other actions 
and suits, the rentals of these sets of accounts being £23,035 and £67,120 respectively. 

There were 13 lettings for 7 years pending the Cause, and 196 for shorter periods; 
all the lettings were by proposal without biddings.

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From the foregoing tabular statement on page 16 it appears that there was an Central 
increase of 106 in probates and letters of administration in 1912, as compared with ^dministm- 
1911, the number for the year 1911 being 68 under that for 1910. Justice. 

In a return made by the Comptroller of Stamps and Taxes it appears that the Comptroller 

affidavit Duty for Grants of Probate and Administration and the Estate Duty ° f Stam P s ’ 

(Finance Act, 1894), in the year 1911 amounted under the former heading to £3,206, ^Pr™ rt

In a return furnished by the Registrar of the Admiralty Division of the Court of Admiralty 
King’s Bench it appears that the number of causes instituted during the year 1912 Tables 30 
was 8, the number instituted in the year 1911 being 11. There were 3 causes and 3L

The return of proceedings for the year 1912, made by the Registrar of the Court 
of Appeal shows that there were 48 appeals from final judgments from Divisions 
of the High Court of Justice heard, and judgment delivered by His Majesty’s Court 
of Appeal in Ireland during the year 1912 ; of these appeals 24 were from the Chancery, 
23 from the Kang’s Bench Division, and one from a Railway and Canal Commission. 
There were 35 appeals from interlocutory orders from divisions of the High Court 
of Justice heard, and judgment delivered, including ex -parte appeals, viz. : — 5 from 
the Chancery and 30 from the King’s Bench Division. The appeals from other 
Judges or Courts heard were 69 ; of these 8 were Local Bankruptcy Court Appeals, 
29 were Registry of Voters’ Appeals, 19 were Workmen’s Compensation Act Appeals ; 
10 were appeals from the Irish Land Commission, 2 were appeals under the 
County Court Appeals (Ireland) Act, 1889, and one was under the Local Government 
(Ireland) Act 1898. There were 15 original motions heard. The judgments delivered 
were 152. In 88 of these the judgment below was affirmed ; in 55 it was reversed ; 
in 8 it was varied and in one instance the Judgment below was reversed with 
declaration, direction or finding. The number of days on which the Court of 
Appeal sat was 121.

It appears from the statement at foot of page 24 that there were five cases for 
disposal in the year 1912, being a decrease of one as compared with the year 1911, 
and two under the number in 1910. 

There were two decrees in 1912; one was dismissed, one was otherwise disposed 
of, and one was pending at the end of the year 1912. 

Under the Landlord and Tenant (Ireland) Act, 1870, two decrees were made. 
The total amount claimed in these cases was £2,018, and the total amount decreed 
without, deducting allowances for set-off to Landlord for dilapidation, rent, &c., 
was £310. The cases in which decrees were made in the year 1912 consisted of one 
in the Province of Leinster, and one in Connaught. 

Court of the Irish Land Commission. 

Full information regarding the proceedings and administration under the Irish 
Land Acts will be found in the Report presented to Parliament by the Irish 
Land Commission and the Estates Commissioners. 

Proceedings of Sheriffs. 

The proceedings of Sheriffs during their year of office, 1911-12, is given in 
Tables 55 and 57, including those having relation to Jurors summoned and those 
already referred to on pages 22 and 24. 

Jurors. 

The lists of Jurors as supplied by Clerks of Unions contained in the year 1912 the 
names of 169,896 Jurors for the whole of Ireland. Of these 67,502 or almost 40 per 
cent., were struck off; and 25 persons added bjr the Revision Court, 22 being in 
the City of Dublin, and three in the County of Dublin. 

In addition to those Jurors who were struck off by the Revision Court there were 
247 Jurors exempted by Clerks of the Peace. This gives the total number of 
Jurors on the corrected General Jurors’ Books for 1913 (when handed to the Sheriffs) in 
all Ireland as 102,172, of whom 58,585 were on rated qualification, 39,184 were £10 
freeholders (in the preceding year the number was 36,516), there were 3,820 Lease- 
holders of £20, 550 Directors or Managers of Public Companies, and 33 were 
Harbour Commissioners. 

From the Special Jurors’ Lists prepared in 1912 it appears that of 14,500 
persons 4,262 were struck off by Revision Court, 110 were exempted by the Clerks 
of the Peace, and 178 persons were added by Revision Court, so that there was a 
net reduction of 4,194 or about 29 per cent. When handed to the Sheriffs the 
books showed 10,306 Special Jurors. 

Information regarding the proceedings of Sheriffs in summoning Jurors is 
gathered and contained in Table 57, from which it appears that the total number 
of Jurors summoned in the year numbered 42,850, as compared with 44,141 in 
1911. Of the number for 1912, 4,472 were Grand Jurors* for Assizes, Commis- 
sions, and Superior Courts; 8,658 were Grand Jurors for Quarter Sessions; 994* 
were Special Jurors for Assizes, Commissions, and Superior Courts; 13,222 were 
Petit and Common Jurors for Assizes, Commissions, and Superior Courts; 14,432 
were Petit Jurors for Quarter Sessions; 952 were Jurors in Civil Bill cases before 
County Court Judges or Recorders; and there were 120 Jurors for other purposes 
summoned:.

Of this total, 187 were granted or confirmed on 
original application at Annual Licensing Sessions, 793 were granted at other 
Quarter Sessions, and 1,078 were granted or confirmed on application for transfer 
at the Annual Licensing Sessions; the corresponding figures in the year 1911 were 
189, 719, and 1,054, making a total of 1,962.
